MEMORABILIA OF MEETINGS FOR THE WEEK. 


SUNDAY, AUGUST 7. 
Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, Meeting ot House Committee, at the Institation, 1. 


NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The revised Municipal Government Law just promulgated in Russia 
alters very materially the participation of Jewish ratepayers in the local govern- 
ment of the towns. The number of non-Christian Town Councillors is cut 
down to one-fifth of the entire representation instead of one-third, as here- 
tofore, Jewish ratepayers are denied all access to the polling stations, and the 
selection, or rather appointment of a certain number of Jews to participate in 

the Town Councils is made by the Town Administrative bodies whose deci- 
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sions in this matter cannot be appealed from. The number of Jewish Town 

Councillors is fixed by a pre-arranged special list, but that number must not 
exceed one-tenth of the entire local representation. The new restrictions are 
temporary, and remain in force until the revision of the entire legislation 

regarding the Jews in Russia. A St. Petersburg newspaper, commenting 
on the subject, remarks that “ the Jews are divectly deprived of all active and 
passive electoral rights.” In plainer language, the Jews have been deprived of 
the few municipal rights accorded to them since 18%, when the existing Muni- 
cipal Law for the large towns was promulgated. These are such towns where 
the Jews form as many as sixty to seventy per cent. of the population. 
The new regulations have a practical effect, as the control of the rates and 
assessments is in the hands of the Councils, who, we may be sure, will now 
spare the Jewish ratepayers less than ever. The Jewish members will be 
the “nominees ” of the administration, whilst their colleagues—who will 
form not less than nine-tenths of the whole Council—vwill have still further 
prejudice against the Jews than heretofore. Jewish members will also not be 
allowed to serve on the Executive, who are salaried and elected ‘by the 
Council, For instance, Mr. Chari was, for eleven yearz, the responsible 
head of the Odessa Municipality, for which he received a salary of 5,000 
roubles a year, and in the faithful discharge of his duties he won the respect 
of all his fellow townsmen, Christian and Jew alike. Such. offices may no 
longer be held by Jews, however able and respected. 


In the Address recently forwarded to the King of Roumania daring his 
visit to London, two of the points emphasised by the memorialists were the 
disabilities imposed on Jewish soldiers, and the all but complete rejection of 
every petition submitted by Jews for naturalisation. The following instances 
have come under our notice in justification of these complaints. Under the 
military law an annual pension of 500 frances is granted to any one who for a 
period of not less than 12 years has served as Sergeant. Major. 
To prevent a Jewish non-commissioned officer, Sergeant-Major Charles 
Kaufmann, of Jassy, from becoming entitled to his pension he has been 
arbitrarily dismissed from the army by Genéral Budisteano within five 
months of completing his twelve years’ service. A similar injastice has 
been perpetrated against Abraham Elie Sussman, also of Jassy. Sergeant- 
Major Kaufmann has been additionally injured by having his petition for 
naturalisation rejected by the Chambers,—in other words he is not deemed 
worthy to be a Roumanian citizen—although he wears on his breast the 
Military Gold Medal, which was bestowed upon him by the King for valour 
on the field of battle. These deeds of crying injustice have been too much 
even for Roumanian papers, which are not too well disposed against the 
Jews and which have revolted against the “ iniquitous” proceedings of the 
Government. Civilians too, are suffering, and in great numbers. Men 
who have inhabited villages for many years, who were actually born there, as 
were also their parents and grandparents, are being expelled as‘ aliens”; and 
finding no resting place in their native land, these helpless wanderers are 
turning their eyes to America, whither they are emigrating in large numbers. 
It is no compensation for the cruelties practised upon nearly the whole body 
of Roumanian Jews that one of the favoured few, M. Israel Daniel, the Jassy 
banker, has been promoted by Royal Decree to the grade of Officer of the 
Order of the Roumanian Crown. 


Nothing but good ought to come of the proposed amalgamation of the 
Hand-in-Hand and Widows’ Home Institution and the Jewish Home. The 
amalgamation will certainly make for economy both of money and energy, 
and probably will attract increased support to the combined institutions. The 
larger and more imposing a Charity, the greater is its chance of striking the 
imagination, and tapping the pockets, of the public. On the other hand al! 
fears of a falling-off in the aggregate amount of subscriptions hitherto 
commanded by the two institutions may be set aside. The Jews’ Hospital 
has been united to the Orphan Asylum withont financial detriment, and the 
present Hand-in-Hand Asylum, as its full title indicates, is ‘itself the 
product of a union between the original Hand-in-Hand Asylum and the 
Widows’ Home. Amalgamation has worked so well as to have aroused in 
the Committee an appetite for more. The managers of the Jewish Home 
have been no less eager for fusion. And very properlyso. The co-existence 
of two charities having practically identical objects is, as Mr. Mocatta, the 
President of the Jewish Home, pointed out the other day, nothing less than 
an anomaly. The wonder is, not that amalgamation should come now, but 
that it should not have come long ago. It is true that the Jewish Home 
was originally intended for Jewish inmates of workhouses, and in that respect 
was differentiated from the Hand-in-Hand Asylum. Jat it has long since 
lost thia specific character, and at the present time there is not one of its 
inmates who has ever been an occupant of a workhouse. The fact is that, 
asa rule, Jewish inmates of workhouses—few as those inmates are—are 
ineligible from one cause or another for admission into the Jewish Home. 


Even Mr. Morris Harris, who was the chief opponent of the amalgamation . 


scheme, has come to recognise this fact; and his conversion from an 
opponent into an advocate removed the lass difficulty in the way of the 
scheme. 

The impending amalgamation is in no wise symptomatic of any neglect 
on the part of the community of its workhouse-poor. ‘The Jewish Doard of 
Guardians does not lose sight of its responsibilities towards the few Jewish 
waifs and strays that drift into the workhouse. At the present moment the 
Board is in correspondence with the Whitechapel Guardians with a view to 
improving the arrangements for the supply of Kosher food for the Jewish 
inmates of the workhouse and infirmary. The Board also asks the Guardians 
to provide for the instruction in the ancestral faith of Jewish cbileves gre 
become chargeable to the parish. The Guardians find some me | 
complying with the latter request. It is more than deub:fal, 
whether the schools under the Loca! Gorernment DB yard could re 
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Jewish children. The other alternative—a special Jewish school provided 
by the Guardians—is regarded with disfavour by the Whitechapel authori- 
ties as destructive of the deterrent effect of a workhouse-school, and as 
tending to encourage immigration and wife-desertion. We are not inclined 
to share the apprehensions of the Guardians on this latter point. Admitting 
that the Jewish workhouse-school wouid be in itself less disagr:eable to 
contemplate than the workhonse, it would in effect be an equally repulsive 
object to the poor, seeing that the workhouse would be the indispensable 
avenue to it. Those who availed themselves of the school would only do so 
from sheer necessity, not from any inherent attraction in the teaching ; and 
they would be just the same order of persons who enter the workhouse now. 
The Guardians need not fear that special teaching for Jewish children 
would increase the number of their clients. Some change, such as the 
Jewish Board advocates, is certainly necessary, At present ander the 
Paupers’ Removal Act, Jewish children chargeable to the parish are 
educated at the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum at the joint expense of 
the Parochial Authorities and the Devonshire Square Board. But the 
managers of the Ifospita! are desirous of terminating this arrangement, and 
the application of the Jewish Guardians is made with a view to providing a 
substitute for it. Their farther suggestion that Jewish inmates of work- 
houses should be “grouped,” as is done in the case of Jewish pauper 
lunatics and Jewish prisoners, is one which deserves more attention from 
the authorities than it appears to have met with hitherto. 

What is known as the Oxford Sammer School of Theology has just 
closed its session. Lectures on more or less burning questions of theology 
have been delivered by well-known scholars, prominent among the lecturers 
being Professor Brown, who discoursed quite in the new critical vein, upon 
the “ Structure, Valae, and Supernatural Character of the Old Testament 
History.” Professor Brown, of course, declares in favour of the ‘“ dynamic,” 
as distinguished from the old-fashioned ** mechanical,” theory of inspiration. 
In other words, he holds that what is Divine in the Hebrew Scriptures is 
not the form, but the spirit. His hearers were not to suppose that a so- 
called miraculous event actually occurred if there were decisive reasons 
againstits recurrence. There must be discrimination, but such discrimination 
did not necessarily imply a rejection of miracles altogether. It was all a 
question of evidence. The obvious objection that the evidence of documents 
which are thousands of years old, and whose authenticity is the great subject 
of dispute between the Higher Criticism and Orthodoxy, can hardly exhibit 
different degrees of credibility, was conveniently ignored by Professor Brown. 
His plea for ‘‘ discrimination’ was further weakened by his contrast between 
- the miracles of the Hebrew Bible and the Gospels. ‘: The great miracle of 
Christ’s resurrection,” he ventured to assert, ** has a far better attestation 
than the very best attested marvel of the Old Testament.” This will be 
news to those Biblice! critics who are entirely free from theological prepos- 
sessions. ‘ We cannot,” continned the Professor, “class the restoration to 
life of the son of the woman of Zarepbath with that of the widow’s son at 
Nain, or the story of the dead body revived by contact with Elisha’s bonss 
with the raising of Lazarus.” We are curious to know why. It seems to us 
that the evidence in both cases is equally strong or equally weak. Christian 
divines and apologists who dabble in the ‘ Higher Criticism ”’ must be fair. 
The measure they mete out with so light a heart to the Old Testament they 
cannot Jogically withhold from the New. ‘ Discrimination,” as between the 
two sets of Scriptures, is quite impossible. You cannot hunt with the critics 
in the Hebrew Bible, and run with the orthodox believer in the Gospels. 


The Summer School broke up with some licensed * heckling” of the 
lecturers. A meeting was held at which the students were allowed to put 
“posers” to the various Professors, which the latter did their best to 
answer. In this friendly contest the students seem to have fared better than 
their masters ; but of course the ease with which questions may be framed, 
compared with the difficulty of answering them, is proverbial. If the Pro- 
fessors had been well-advised, they would have allowed the students to take 
their problems home, and solve them for themselves. The attempts of the 
older heads to solve them can only have added to their difficulty. Thus, to 
the question ‘‘ whether the relations of the Father and the Son did not imply 
priority and posteriority,” Dr, Fairbairn’s answer was ‘“‘ that the terms Father 
and Son, as applied to the Deity, take us into the region of the eternal and 
infinite, where the categories of time and questions of inferiority and 
superiority cease to be,” Translated into every day language the answer 
means this: that neither the student who asked it, nor Dr. Fairbairn, nor 
any human being, can ever know anything about it. The dogma of the 
Trinity must ever be an insoluble mystery. Then came the turn of 
Dr. Dods. He was asked, “‘Why, if God pardons, need Jesus 
have died?” This was a very pertinent query, und Professor 
Dods tried to reply to it by saying that Jesus died in order to 
make people repent, for ‘“‘ there was no true penitence save that which is 
got at the Cross.” The answer was not quite orthodox, but it was none the 
better for that, The student to whom it was given will possibly take an oppor- 
tunity of asking the Professor why true penitence dwells at the foot of the 
Cross, and whether the call to‘repentance of the great Hebrew Prophets who 
lived when as yet Jesus was not, was an impossible call. Did Isaiah lie 
when he promised the Divine forgiveness to the contrite soul? And, despite 
their sincere amendment, were men denied God’s saving mercy in olden 


times simply because they were unfortunate enough to live before the 
Crucifixion ? 


— 


In the July Quarterly Statement of the Palestine Exploration Fund 
Herr Schick writes that Jewish houses are now being built along the Jaffa 
Road as far as the third watch tower, and that others are to be built stil] 
further out, at the place where the road to Deir Yesin and Ain Karim 


Mee branches off. He does not specify the purpose for which these Jewish 


houses are intended, but he states that he is about to make the plan for, 
building which is to be erected as an institution or boarding-house for fifty old 
Jews, single men, who have no one to provide for them. Having regard to 
the predilection for matrimony that is always exhibited by Jews, it seems to 
us that there will be some difficulty in filling this institution with eligible 
members. Perbaps it is being built with the idea of holding ont a premium 
to those who resist the charms of matrimony because their earnings are too 
small to maintain anyone besides themselves, and who, even when single, are 
unable to save enough to provide for their old age when they are unable to go 
on working. From Herr Schick’s letters there seem to be various opinions 
as to the sepuichre in which Jesus was entombed, one being for some 
time the favourite, receiving visits from by pious Christians, and then 
that spot is given up, and another is regarded with veneration. At present 
that which goes by the name of General Gordon's tomb is thought to 
have been the real sepulcbre. 


The Sttement also contains notes by Mr. J. Robinson Lees, F.R.G.S,, 
respecting pottery dug up from the Satis cave, some of which he thinks js 
Jewish pottery. The Rev. J. E. Hanauer writes from Jerusalem suggesting 
that “ the curious coin’’ which was deseribed in the last (Quarterly Statement, 
and to which we referred, should be carefully examined again, if necessary, 
with a magnifying glass. ‘* Il am confident” he says, “that on the collar 
of the dress will be found the letters of the name mur Moses ; showing that 
the head is intended to represent that of Moses. In the celebrated statue by 
Michael Angelo, the great Jewish law-giver is represented with horns. The 
idea of ‘The Horned Moses’ is derived from the Latin rendering of the 
Hebrew word ;>> in Exodus xxxiv., 29. These modern ‘ antiques of Moses’ 
used to be rather common in Jerusalem in my boyhood.” Mr. Hanauer alao 
points out that ‘‘Gordon’s Calvary,” according to ancient Christians was a 
place of stoning. ‘‘ Gordon’s Calvary” is a hillock above the cave called 
Jeremiah’s Grotto, because Jeremiah is said to have there written his Lamenta- 
tions, and to have been stoned there. Annually on the 4th of November the 
Greek Church commemorates the fall of Jerusalem, and an ancient Christian 
Apocalypse giving an account of the stoning of Jeremiah is read. The fact 
that others besides the Jews commemorate the fall of Jerusalem will be an 
interesting novelty to many of our readers.

A’ FUND FOR. HIGHER EDUCATION OF JEWS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sitr,—Will you kindly permit me space in your columns for the following :— 

At present there are open to Jews who desire an University education — 

(1). The ordinary entrance scholarships at the several colleges (£30 to £80). 

(2). The scholarships granted by the individual school to which the student 
may belong (£10 to 

(3), The exhibitions granted by the Livery Companies (£10 to £50). 

As regards Cambridge, it is only at the few richer Colleges—Trinity, St. 
Johns, Caius,—that an entrance scholar gains the maximum amount, and at 
these colleges the competition is so keen that many men avoid them. At the 
other colleges rarely is an amount exceeding £60 granted, and generally the 
amount is £40 or L5v. i 

Again, the man of good ability is rarely the recipient of a larger emolument 
as given in (2). The reason is that no provincial school at which Jews attend 
has at its disposal rich scholarships, and at the metropolitan schools the competi- 
tion is too keen. 

The exhibitions (3) are only to be procured by means of great influence. 
Not often does merit gain its deserts here. ; : 

Hence it happens that young Jews proceeding to the University of Cam- 
bridge find that their expenditure ranges from £130—if they do not coach—to 
£170 if they coach—whilst their income from scholarships ranges from £50) to 
£100. Only one instance do I remember where the student had sufficient 10 
scholarships to defray his expenses. we 

Our young Jews, therefore, are compelled to apply to the wealthier mem rs 
of our community for aid—whether regarded as a giftor a loan does not -_ vv 
To their honour it must be said that there are always men generous enous dis. 
— _ necessary grant. In this way some £150 to £200 per annum Is 1s 
tributed. 

It is under the same system that Jews’ College and University College are 
fed with recruits. Nominally the majority of students at Jews College my 
their own fees, but, in fact, their fees are paid for them. | suppose 
maintenance of students at these institutions draws on the community unl ‘ee 
per annum at least. Again, in many cases the fees of poor boys whoo oa tne 
public schools—St, Paul’s and City of London School—are paid SY 
community. 

Thus some £600 per annum is spent on educating the poorer A 8 oe tor 
members of our community.

“JUDAISM AND JEWISH HISTORY.’ 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CURONICLE.” 

Sin,—In writing these lines | am not intending to enlarge on a subject upon. 
which your correspondent (who writes under the above title) and myself would 
never agree, inasmuch as the difference of our opinions is due to the diametri- 
cally opposite views we take of the fundamental essence of Judaism. In 
declaring that “Judaism is the outcome of Jewish history,” he assumes the 
direct opposite of what L advanced, and characterises my view as founded on a 
fallacy, and, holding such opinions, is willing to see Judaism continually change 
the fashion of its dress in accordance with temporary surroundings and the 
current spirit of the age. ‘he deplorable result of such views and practice may 
artly be seen in what has happened at the last Conference of the American 
teform-Rabbis, a result which must, according to his view, be regarded as an 
outcome of Jewish history. 

The poetical figure of speech which Lessing, in a fanciful moment, econ- 
sidered suitable to be put into the mouth of one of the characters ina stage 
play, cannot be seriously taken as argument, but seems to have influenced vour 
correspondent s way of thinking. | 

I have always been under the impression that history means a mere account 
of the politico-social life of man, its formation, occurrences and development 
“embracing the ever changing combinations of the many elements of his social 
being,’ and that such questions as relate to discovery, invention, culture, litera- 
ture, or religion have their own special records, and only find a place in history 
so far as they have been accessories and contributory or co-operative causes to 
the resolutions and changes in the politico-social condition of a nation. 

Perhaps I may in turn be allowed to quote from a Christian writer, one who 
made history the object of special study. (Friedr. v. Schlegel “ Philosophy of 
History,’ p. Yl,and Lectures on the Phil. of History by G. W. I. Hegel. 
Introduction), “ Nature,” we are toid, “hke aclear mirror of God's creation, 
had originally lain revealed and transparent to the unclouded eye of man.” 
“Divine Truth was equally manifest. It is even indicated, though left in a 
certain degree of obscurity, that in this primary condition men were in possession 
ofa definite and already extensive knowledge of religious truths immediately 
revealed by God, Thus all religions had their beginning in this primitive know- 
ledge, and they polluted and obscured the original truth by the monstrosities 
born of error and depravity, though in all the mythologies of error, traces of 
that origin and those primitive teachings of truth are present and recognisable,”’ 

Now though I am not going to endorse all the remarks made by the above- 
named writers, yet it can only be considered as a complete misapprehension of | 
fact to regard religion, and especially Jewish religion or Judaism (by which I 
understand, as already mentioned in my former letter, the laws, regulations, 
etc,, according to as the “outcome” of history, instead of what it 
really is the offspring of the inspiration of gifted men under. the influence of 

uasi-divine visions, or in the case of Judaism, the direct manifestation of 
vine Truth by God Himself. 

Are, then, the Decalogue, the essence of Judaism, or all the many other 
MNS, an outcome of history ? Andis not all religion primarily deducible from 
revelation ? 

I beg to thank you for kindly allowing me space for these few remarks, 
which must be considered final on my part, for no good result could come from 
further discussion where the points of view are so hopelessly opposed,

AN ANSWER FROM THE ORTHODOX CAMP. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirn,—It is with a sense of pain that I read the letter which the Rev. Dr. 
alomon has addressed to you upon the subject of traditional Judaism and the 
necessary qualifications of a Jewish preacher. At no time could sucha com- 
munication be more unfortunate or injurious. I am led, however, to question 
not merely the taste and wisdom, but the right of one minister to sit in 
judgment upon another, and employ his official address to give an ew cathedra 
character to his pronouncement. 

Iwould submit that when any person, be he teacher, preacher, or writer, 
enters into a public discussion, his opinion should be held simply as an indivi- 
dual one, with no stronger claim upon general adoption than that which attaches 
to his special reading andability. Lam sure Dr. Salomon will be ready to have 
these tests applied to his views, and forgive me if I regard his communication as 
bossessed of greater strength on account of its being sent forth from the Great 
Synagogue of Manchester, which, by the way, he has thought fit to style the 
Orthodox Camp, while in earlier years its pulpit was famed for its broad and 

iberal doctrine, and its renowned occupant held it to be in perfect accord with 
Strict orthodoxy to preach in a Reform Synagogue. Certainly this implies a 
remarkable change, but I do not complain that Dr. Salomon adheres with 
pon! et tenacity to every letter of the Bible and every law, regulation and 
ordinance of Judaism, but what I do oppose is, his def nition of Judaism and 
the qualification of a Jewish preacher. We have a learned Rabbi, and to him 
€ community look for guidance in things spiritual, and while we regret that 
at times his decisions are out of harmony with our feelings, we implicitly believe 
that he is actuated by a faithful desire to discharge the obligations of his office. 
Dr, Adler, in inhibiting Mr. Joseph from preaching in one of the ‘yangegees 


id not 


under his charge, stated as a first reason for his action, that Mr. Joseph di 


accept as an article of belief the “ restoration of sacrifice.” To many it seems an 
extraordinary penalty for a_ rational view which I am _ convinced is 
held by a large number of Dr. Adler's clergy, and which, if made a “ test ques- 
tion,’ would be followed by a wholesale inhibition. The fact is that Mr. Joseph 
had the courage of. his opinions, and as a consequence, suffered for his bravery, 
or rather [ should say a congregation suffered in not being able to enjoy the 
ministrations of so eloquent and exceedingly able a man. Who that has ever 
heard Mr. Joseph at Liverpool or Hampstead could doubt his true Judaism or 
fail to be impressed with the conviction that the preacher had grasped the true 
meaning of the Hebrew Scriptures, appreciated the scope and object of Israel's 
mission and caught the inspirational fervour of some of its noblest champions. 
Yet Dr. Adler, for a cause which appears to him just. has refused to sanction 
the appointment of Mr. Joseph,and we have no alternative but to bow to 
constituted authority ; at the same time I hope it is not denied to us to believe 
that the time is not distant when inquisitorial tests into the faith of worthy 
men will disappear, and Jews differing in minor and insignificant details will 
regard each other as members of one great federation, the United Synagogue of 
Jacob. Then will those miserable label descriptions, “Orthodox” and “ Reform.” 
which so embitter and estrange become obsolete, and the name Jew be substi- 
tuted embracing the children of the covenant throughout the world. 

Dr. Salomon, to justify the militant spirit of the Orthodox Camp, refers to 
the clergymen who have been driven from the church on account of their 
“views. I would respectfully remind him of some remarkable ‘instances of 
the neglect to punish where the men have been of undisputed eminence. 
Canons Farrar and Little would scarcely be considered “ Orthodox,” yet not- 
withstanding the publications of the former and the preachings of the latter 
they are suffered to remain within the Establishment. And why? Simply 
because their lives and teaching answer to the loftiest ideals, and their hold 
upon the hearts of multitudes defy attack. I would; in conclusion, put it to 
Dr. Salomon, and men of his order, Is it wise, is it Just, to seek to alienate those 
who are striving without schism, to.adapt the ritual to the spirit of the age in 
which we live? Is it, L say, in keeping with traditional Judaism to refuse 
to admit the light of modern thought into our synagogue worship, so as 
to make the motive of our prayers more potent because better understood. To 
the thousands who hunger for the Bread of Life, and who are animated by 
all the impulses of the faith, the consolation which Dr. Salomon offers from the 
“ Orthodox Camp ” will, I fear, be a sad disappointment.

THE BIGGRAPHY OF THE: LATE DR. . ASHER.

However, as he was snatched from us so soon, actually in harness, 
that noble attribute entitles him, that his memory should be perpetuated among 
us by one of his intimate friends. I agree also with your remark that this 
story defines briefly the Anglo-Jewish history, for the last 50 years. However 
this narrative is not solely of interest for our brethren in Poland, &c., who were 
admirers of the late Dr. Asher, who are anxious to study the Anglo-Jewish 
history, who are conversant with the Hebrew language, whereas this sketch, 
deserves a recognition from the Anglo-Jewish community generally. It is 


virtually regretful, that so few English Jews should be enabled to understand 


a work, written.in grammatical Hebrew of a high grade, containing many 
interesting puns. I am not in the habit to exalt unduly the productions of 
others, “153 %D. 7%, neverthless scholarship deserves to be 
acknowledged. | 

The 2 chapters of this treatise constitute a transcendental composition, 
which could not be excelled by Messrs. Mappe and Schulmann. The grammar 
is of a high grade, the tenor and hypothesis are lucidly defined, enabling the 
reader to understand the arguments correctly. It is a pity that Dr. Asher 1s no 
more, albeit he would have disapproved of eulogising his acts, nevertheless he 
would have better appreciated the elaborate work af the acute author. Having 
regard that the Rev. David Kohn Zedek is a progeny of a very old and 
renowned family, that he has gained since his 15th year an honourable prestige 
among the Jewish literary world, for his learned literary productions, com- 
pare Haneshar, second year, No, 10, also that he exercises great influence in_ the 
community as author and preacher, it would be desirable, if he would publish 
“W'S T'S in the vernacular,

“Frowers or Zion” Socrety.—The “Flowers of Zion” Society, in 
conjunction with the Chevra B'nei Zion, have secured a permanent abode at 6, 
Aldgate Avenue, E.C., where they have leased a spacious hall for the con- 
venience of the members meeting for the study of Hebrew and the propagation 
of Jewish Nationalism. An inaugural lecture in aid of its funds was given last 
Sunday evening by the Rev. Ch. Maccoby, Mr. H. 5. Lewis, B.A., presiding. 
The Chairman explained that the society had originated on the initiative of a 
few young men in the district who desired to possess some fixed rendezvous for 
the study of the gems of Hebrew literature. The society was entirely self- 
supporting. The Rev. Mr. Maccoby then followed with his lecture, which, 
though partaking io a certain extent of the form of the typical “ Derosho ” of a 
Maggid, contained much of'a scientific and philosophical character. Several 
points in natural theology were expounded, with reference to anthropomorphism 
and the theory of the Jewish Tribal God, and their relation to the deities of 
Grecian Theology. Having enunciated the Jewish conception of the God-head, 
the lecturer traced the various occasions in their history when persecution had 
brought out the highest traits in the Jewish character, which he maintained 
were to a great extent to be attributed to the good moral exercises afforded by 
ceremonial laws. He asserted that the numerous disputations found in the 
Talmud regarding the various laws never touched any of the important 
principles of Judaism. Proceeding to the subject of Jewish Nationalism 
he discussed the question from religious, economic, and historical views.

Bestite and conflict in the constituencies is succeeded by bustle and 
conflict at Westminster. Yesterday the new Parliament met for the first 
time, and the process of swearing in the members, by which the choice of 
the nation becomes definitely incorporated, is now in full swing. With the 
names of the Jewish contingent in the new House of Commons our readers 
are already familiar. Six out of the seven occupied seats in the last Parlia- 
ment, and the seventh, Mr. Bensamin L. Coney, has been so long and 
intimately associated with communal work that he reqaires no introduction 
at our handg. However much they may be clothed in biography, names arr, 
after all, but intangible things. In these days of illustrated journalism, 
the newspaper reader has not exhausted his means of becoming acquainted 
with public men until he has added to his knowledge of their public labours 
bya mental image of their personalities. With a view to supplying this 
deficiency in respect to our Jewish members of Parliament, we issue with 
the present number of the Jewish Chronicle a double-page supplement con- 
taining their portraits. ‘lhe Anglo-Jewish community has nothing to com- 
plain of on the score of the number or the quality of these representatives of their 
race in the Imperial Senate. It is true that a larger number of Jews, 
and some of them more distinguished in public life, have sat in former 
Parliaments ; but at no previous General Election have more than seven Jews 
been returned, and never before have they formed, from an exclusively 
Jewish point of view, a more compact or closely united body.

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THE JEWISH MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT. 


This week we issue a Supplement consisting of Portraits of the Jewish Mem- 
bers of the House of Commons which met yesterday for the first time. We give 
brief biographies of these seven gentlemen :— 

Sir JULIAN GoLtpsmip, Bart. 

Sir Julian Goldsmid (Liberal Unionist) who is 54 years old, is son of 
the late Mr. Frederick Goldsmid, M.P., and nephew of the late Sir Francis 
Goldsmid, M.P., whom he succeeded in the baronetey. He was first educated at 
University College, of which his grandfather, Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid, was one 
of the principal founders, and of which Sir Julian himself is a Fellow and 
Treasurer. After a brilliant University career he was called to the Bar, which he 
abandoned on the death of his father. Sir Julian has sat longer in the House of 
Commons than any other of the present Jewish members, having first been elected 
for Honiton in 1866, in succession to his father. He has since sat for Rochester, 
and in 1885 was elected the first member for South-West St. Pancras. In 1886. 
and again recently he was re-elected as a Liberal Unionist. He is a master of 
several languages and is well posted up in foreign affairs. He was Chairman of 
the Submarine Telegraph Company prior to its dissolution, is Chairman of the 
Imperial and Continental Gas Company, and a Director of the London; Brighton 
and South Coast Railway. In the Jewish community he holds several important 
ofhices, being President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, Chairman of the Russo- 
Jewish Committee, President of the Jews’ Infant School, and Chairman of the 


Council of the West London Synagogue of British Jews. He is also on the. 


Committee of the Jews’ Free School. The recent death of Lady Goldsmid is 
still fresh in the minds of our readers. 


Tue Rigur Baroxn Henry pe Worms. 


Baron Henry de Worms (Conservative), is 52 years of age. He holds an 
Austrian title, but its use in England is authorised by Royal Letters Patent. The 
Baron was at one time a member of the late firm of Messrs. G. and 
A. Worms, of Austin Friars. He is an accomplished lioguist and mathematician, 
has written several works of importance, including the “ Earth and its Mechanism,” 
anda “ Life of Count Beust,” and has an intimate knowledge of foreign politics. 
His first entry into parliamentary life was in 1880, when he was elected one of 
the members for Greenwich, . When in 1885, owing to the redistribution of 
seats, Greenwich ceased ‘to be a “ double-barrelled ” constituency, Baron de 
Worms became candidate for the East Toxteth Division. of Liverpool, for whicli 
he has sat ever since. ‘Under Lord Salisbury he has held successively the posts 
of Parliamentiry Secretary to the Board of Trade,and Under Secretary for the 
Colonies, and he has been appointed a member of the Privy Council. His present 
wife is a daughiter of the late Sir Benj. Phillips. The Baron has been President of 
the Anglo-Jewi-h Association and of the Borough Jewish Schools (of which he 
is still a Vice-President), a Vice-President of the United Synagogue (of which he 
is a Life Member and one of the Trustees of portions of its funded property), and 
is a Member of the Committee of the Jews’ Free School. 

BARON FERDINAND DE ROTHSCHILD. 


Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild (Liberal Unionist), who is sixty-tive years 
of age, belongs to the Vienna branch of the family, but is of course a naturalised 
British subject.. He succeeded his brother-in-law, Lord Rothschild, as Liberal 
Member for Aylesbury, on the latter's elevation to the.Peerage. In 1885, after 
the redistribution of seats, Baron Ferdinand became the first member for the 
Mid or Aylesbury Division of Buckingham. In 1886 he stood as a Liberal 
Unionist and was re-elected. His residence at Waddesdon, with its artistic 
treasures, has received the (Jueen and the Prince of Wales as visitors, and is a 
favourite resort of politicians of all parties. The Baron is a Magistrate and 
Deputy Lieutenant of Bucks, and has served the office of Sheriff. He married 
Evelina, younger daughter of the late Baron and Baroness Lionel de Rothschild, 
but their union was severed a year after marriage by the premature death of the 
Baroness, in childbirth. In her memory he founded the Kvelina Hospital for 
Children in Southwark. A few years ago Baron Ferdinand ‘presided at the 
distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Stepney Jewish Schools, and established 
an annual prize which bears his name. 3 


Mr. Samuel Montagu (Liberal) is the head of the banking firm of 
Messrs. Samuel Montagu & Co., of 60, Old Broad Street. He is a J.P. for 
London and a Deputy Lieutenant for the Tower Hamlets. He was the first 
member elected for the Whitechapel Division at the General Election of 1885, when 
his Conservative opponent was Lieut.-Col. Cowan. In 1866, as in the recent Elec- 
tion, Mr..Montagu was opposed by Col. the Hon. Le Poer Trench. Mr. Montagu 
is married to a daughter of the late Mr. Louis Cohen, by whom he has several 
children, and is therefore brother-in-law to Mr. Benjamin! L. Cohen, M.P. He 
is President of the Federation of Synagogues which he called into existence, of 
the Jewish Working Men’s Club, and of the Shechita Board, Treasurer of the 
Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter, of the “ Initiation ” Society, member of the 
Council of the United Synagogue and of the Board of Deputies, and was one of 
the founders of the New West End Synagogue. 


Mr. SypNrey STery. | | 

Mr. Sydney Stern (Liberal) is a son of the late Viscount de Stern 
(long senicr partner of the tirm of Messrs. Stern Brothers of 6, Angel Court), but 
has dropped the foreign title. Born in 1845, he was educated at Magdalen College, 
Cambridge. He was for some time a member of the firm in Angel Court, but has 
retired from business. Mr. Stern is a magistrate for Surrey and London, Hon. 
Colonel of the 4th Volunteer Battalion of the East Surrey Regiment, and a Vice- 
President of the London and Counties Radical Union. He was first returned for 
his present constituency, the North Western or Stowmarket Division of Suffolk, 
in May of last year on the death of the Conservative Member, Mr. Greene. 

Mr. Hernert §. Leon. 

Mr. H. §. Leon (Liberal), is 42 years of age, and is by calling a 
broker on the London Stock Exchange, and head of the tirm of Leon Brothers. 
He is a J.P. and County Councillor for Bucks, and takes some personal interest 
in the work of Toynbee Hall. Mr. Leon was returned for North Buckingham- 
ata was again chosen by the same constituency 
at the recent general election. @ is married to a daughter of Mr. David Hy 
of Tavistock Square. 


Mr. Benyamin Lovis Coney. 


Mr. B. L. Cohen (Conservative) enters Parliament for the first time as member 
for East Islington. He was born in South Street, Finsbury, in 1844, and isa son of the 
late Mr. Louis Cohen, founder of the firm of Louis Cohen and Sons, 31, Throgmorton 
Street. Mr. Cohen was privately educated at home. He is a member of the firm 
but devotes a considerable portion of his time to philanthropic work, Jewish and 
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general. Mr. Cohen is President of the Jewish Board of Guardians, to which he 
was elected on the death of his brother, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, M.P.., a Vice-President 
of the United Synagogue, a Vice-President of the London Orphan Asylum, and a 
Governor of St. Bartholomew’s, Bridewell and Bethlehem Hospitals. He has been 
President of the Hand-in-Hand and Widows’ Home Institution, and was unti] 
recently a member of the Russo-Jewish Committee. He takes a great interest in 
the promotion of technical instruction. Mr. Cohen was elected as a “ Moderate,” 
as one of the representatives of the City on the first London County Council, and 
was returned for the same constituency at the County Council election in March 
last. He married in 1870, Louise Emily, only daughter of the late Mr. Benjamin 
M. Merton. 


THE JEWS IN MOROCCO. 
| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT | 
Mocapor, JuLy 1892, 

On Monday last, the 11th inst., a Committee meeting took place at the house 
of Mr. Moses Lugasy, in connection with the “ Mogador Athenwum,” In the 
course of the proceedings, Mr. Lugasy informed the Committee that in a private 
letter to him, Mr. F. D. Mocatta made a voluntary offer to aid the Society by a 
gift of such books as might be deemed most desirable. The Committee 
expressed their lively appreciation of Mr. Mocatta’s offer by a unanimous vote 
of thanks, and by requesting the Hon. Secretary to inform Mr. Mocatta that 
they would be most happy to avail themselves of his kindness as soon as they 
were in a position to do so, they having tailed, unfortunately, up to that 
moment, to find suitable premises for the Institution. 

The reply from the Sultan with respect to the Mellah is still awaited with 
interest. 

With reference to the manslaughter I wrote to you about in my last, I am 
happy to say that from later, though very vague reports, 1t would appear that 
there was no foundation for the statements as given. A dispute, it 1s affirmed, 
did take place between the two Jews, and one of them died shortly after, but his 
death is aseribed to a fever, and not to any blow which the other had dealt him. 
This version, however, is unsatisfactory, and it 1s feared that the one must have 
been concerned in some way or other in the other's death. 

The following account of a barbarous murder perpetrated nearly four weeks 
ago has reached me. I give it to you as related to me by a nephew of the victim. 
Abraham de Yussif Boghanim,a resident of Mogador, and doing business at 
the time in Wadnun, in the province of Wadnun, was returning one afternoon 
from a village a few hours distant from that place in the company of a caravan. 
When within about an-‘hour of Wadnun, Boghanim wishing to go on in advance, 
so as to arrive before dusk, spurred on his mule, and was soon lost to sight of 
the slow paced caravan. Whilst proceeding on his way, he was suddenly faced by 
a number of Arabs, who attacked him with cudgels, presumably the only 
weapons they bore. The poor man soon fell helpless to the ground, The brutal 
Arabs then battered his head with stones. Not satisfied with this, they bound a 
cloth tightly round his neck and in that state left him, in the belief, doubtless 
that’ he was quite dead. Then, driving the mule (the nature of the goods it 
carried being so far unknown), with all speed they left the spot, ‘There he was 
found some minutes afterwards by the caravan he had left behind him on its 
way to Wadnun. Strange to say, despite all the treatment he had received, 
there was still lifein poor Boghanim. He was at once carried to town and his 
distressed friends, amongst whom was his brother, did what they could for him. 
Notarial evidence had previously been taken of the state in which he had been 
found. Two days afterwards a courier was despatched to Mogador with a letter 
to Boghanim’s nephew relating what had taken place, but expressing the hope 
of recovery. Owing to some cause or other, the courier greatly delayed on the 


suspense of the poor family on receipt of the news may be imagined. Yet 
terrible as that feeling is, there is always an admixture ot hope in it, but this 
was crushed the next morning when a second and express courier brought 
the sad tidings that after eight days of unconsciousness, Boghanim 
had at last succumbed to his many frightful wounds. It 
is stated that the murderers are suspected of being Arabs belonging to the 
neighbouring tribes of Wadnun, who are under the jurisdiction of the Caid of 
Wadnun. There is no doubt that robbery was the motive of thecrime. The 
deceased was well known and much esteemed in Mogador. 

From the frequency of these atrocities it remains manifestly certain that 
unless some really practical means is devised by our powerful brethren abroad 
to put an. end to them, such acts of depredation and murder must 
continually be apprehended at the expense of the life and property of our 
helpless coreligionists. 

It was suggested to me the other day by Mr. Moses Corcos that a visit of 
a representative of the Anglo-Jewish community bearing a petition to his 
Shereefian Majesty on behalf of his Jewish subjects might be productive of 
much good. The Sultan’s kindly feelings towards his Jewish subjects are well 
known, Who knows but that such a step, if practicable, might not be attended 
with very happy results ” 


THE JEWS IN RUSSIA.

A horrible murder of a family of six persons has just been committed ata 
village near Warsaw. <A band of robbers a few days ago broke into the house ot 
a Jewish tavern-keeper, named Rubenstein, and murdered him and his family 
whilst they were asleep. The youngest daughter was the first victim. Her head 
was shattered with an axe. The parents were then despatched by means of 
knives and axes, and after this the three youngest children were dragged out of 
bed and were killed by the robbers, who dashed their brains out against the 
walls of the house. The eldest daughter who had witnessed this cruel butchery, 
was then dragged out of her hiding-place, and compelled to confess where. the 
family savings were hidden. The robbers then stabbed her with their knives, 
and dragged her body into the yard. Unfortunately for them, the young 
woman did not succumb to her wounds, and there is a strong probability that the 
murderers will be brought to justice.—Daily Chronicle, r

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


AUSTRALIA, 


In the course of a discussion in the Legislative Assembly of Victoria on 
qa question whether the Government intended to reinstate the name of Jesus 
in the State school books, Mr. EK, L. Zox, member for East Melbourne, said 
that a most serious question was involved in introducing into such books 
religious passages of any description. If that were done the education svstem 
might still be called free and compulsory, but it could no longer be called 
secular. He therefore asked the House to consider carefully before taking the 
proposed step. But if the alterations were to be made in the school books, 
every denomination should be put into the same category. For instance, the 
expurgated passages relating to the Jews should be restored in the school books 
as well as those relating to Christianity. 

A well-known citizen of Melbourne, Mr. Simeon Solomons, has died, after 
having been in the colony for forty years. Mr. Solomons was an expert in 
matters pertaining to the purchase and sale of. art objects and bric-a-brac, and 
many private and public galleries owed much to his keen judgment for the 
precious stores they contain. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

In consequence of the prevalence of cholera in Russia, the Austrian Minister 

of the Interior has given instructions to the local authorities to forbid the 
ilgrimages «x masse of Jews from Russia to the so-called “ Miracle Working 
Rabbis * in Gaiicia and the Bukowina. 

Herr David Prager, a specialist in Hebrew caligraphy, died last week in 
Vienna at the age of {% years. In the library of the Imperial Palace there is a 
Hebrew MS. by Prager, which was dedicated to the grandmother of the 
widowed Crown Princess Stephanie. 2 

A Christian peasant has been sentenced at Agram to imprisonment for life 
for the attempted murder of a young Jewish refugee from Russia named Granet, 
who would have been killed outright Mad he not feigned to be dead. Granet is 
a native of Jaffa, but has lived from childhood in Russia. Being expelled from 
that country he set out to return to Jaffa, and traversed on foot Galicia, the 
whole of Hungary and a part of Croatia. It was while passing through a forest 
near Agram that he was attacked by the peasant. 

FRANCE, 

The Criminal Chamber of the Court of Cassation has just given judgment 
in the case of M. Drumont, who had appealed against the sentence of the Assize 
Court of the Department of the Seine condemning him to three months’ 
imprisonment, a fine of £40), and other penalities for libelling M. Burdeau, now 
Minister of Marine. The appeal has been rejected. The libel consisted in M. 
Burdeau being described as a lackey of Baron Alphonse de Rothschild. 

Captain Crémieu-F'oa, the friend of the late Captain Mayer. who also 
fought a duel, but with happier results in defence of his fellow Jewish officers, 
is now on service in Tunis. He is, however, designated to command two 
squadrons of Senegalese Spahis, who will take part in the expedition against 
Dahomey. 

Another Jew in the public service has been decorated with the Legion of 
Honour. This gentleman is M. Grumbach, Chief of a Department in the 
Ministry of the Interior, 

The Univers Catholique, which was founded by the late well-known Ultra- 
montane writer, M. Veuillot, bas joined the ranks of the traducers of Jews. Its 
issue of the 20th ult. contained tour columns of stale accusations against the 
Jews, their doctrines and sentiments. 

The Committee of the “Society of Social Studies for the Defence of 
Individual Liberty,” organised a meeting in Paris on Saturday evening on the 
question of free loans. The meeting degenerated into a row between Anarchists 
and anti-Semites. After two hours had been spent in mutual abuse, an anti- 
Semite vainly attempted to read a proposition, of which the following are the 
opening words: “ This meeting. considering that the renewal of the privileges 
of the Bank of France, of which Rothschild is Governor.” When he had got 
so far cries of “ Down with Drumont” broke out from the bottom of the hall, 
which were replied to by shouts of “In the water with Rothschild.” The 
proprietor of the hall, fearing that the rival parties would come to blows and 
damage his property, extinguished the gas, which promptly put an end to the 
meeting. 

MM. de Rothschild Brothers have this week sent 5,00 frances for the relief 
of the ragpickers who have been evicted from their unhealthy dwellings in 
Clichy, Paris, 

On Tuesday the Court of Indictment gave its decision in the case of the 
Marquis de Morés, whose duel with Captain Mayer resulted in the death of that 
officer. M. de Morés will.appear before the Assizes towards the middle of this 
month for manslaughter, and the four seconds will also be included in the 
charge as accomplices, 


A Russian journal says that M. Drumont, the French anti-Semite, sent a 
copy of his work “ La France Juive” to the Czar, and that the book has been 
returned to the author with the intimation that His Majesty could not accept 


such a work. 
GERMANY. 


__ For having charged the High Court of J ustice at Frankfort on the Main, 
with displaying partisanship in the case of District Magistrate Dr. Liebmann, the 
editor of the anti-Semitic Westfilischen Reform has been sentenced to one month's 
imprisonment. 

_ The Hamburger Nachrichten publishes an article on the anti-Semitic agita- 
tion, which derives importance from the circumstance that several of the Berlin 
newspapers believe it to have been inspired, if not actually written by Prince 
Bismarck, whose organ the paper is. The anti-Semites are reminded that they 
can never achieve their object except through another St. Bartholemew’s Night 
or Silician Vespers, and such extreme measures even the most. bloodthirsty 
among them would consider out of the question. It is also pointed out to 
them that by debarring Jews from holding judicial and public offices they would 
compel these men to join the ranks of the capitalists and industrialists, who. 
according to the anti-Semitic creed, are already too numerous. ‘The article pro- 
ceeds to explain why the Jews are more successful in commerce than Christians, 
their enterprise, energy and acuteness being the principal factors, and emphasises 
the fact that the real anger to the State and to Society lies not in the Jews, but 
in the demands of social democracy. 

Herr Emanuel Kirchner, First Cantor of the Jewish Community at Munich, 

has been appointed Professor at the Royal Academy of Music in that city. Herr 

irchner has acquired more than local renown as a magnificent baritone, and 
ahighly successful teacher of singing. 


The late Prof. Dr. Seyffer, a Christian, bequeathed to the city of Stuttgart 


250,000 marks for charitable purposes. He stipulated that in applying the 
bequest no distinction should be made on account of religion, and that “ mem- 
bers of the two Christian denominations and ofthe Jewish religion ” should 
participate in its benefits. 4 

_ The Government of the Grand Duchy of Hesse-Darmstadt is taking disci- 
plinary measures against some subordinate public officials who have taken part 
in the anti-Semitic agitation. Their offence hes been the distribution in govern- 
ment offices of tickets for anti-Semitic meetings. , 


HOLLAND. 

The Jsv, Viewwshode, commenting on the prohibition by the Prussian Minis- 
ter of the Interior of the public hawking of anti-Semitic papers, advises the 
Executive of the United Synagogue of Amsterdam to send a deputation to the 
Burgomaster, and request him to put an end in that city, at least, to the sale ot 
the lalmud Jood, This is a disgraceful anti-Semitic sheet, which is issued at 
Limburg, the capital of the Dutch Province of Limburg, but is extensively 
circulated in Amsterdam and other principal cities of the Kingdom, It vies with 
the most notorious German anti-Semitic papers in the fabrication of the vilest 
calumnies against the Jews, but, like some other and more important Dutch 
anti-Jewish newspapers, it differs from its German congeners in being a mouth- 
piece of the Ultramontanes. | 

_ Mr. C. Asser, a magistrate at the Hague, has been appointed Professor of 
Civil Jurisprudence at the University of Leyden. 
INDIA.

PROPOSED INTERNATIONAL JEWISH CONFERENCE 
IN VIENNA. 


The governing body of the Jewish community in Vienna has issued invi- 
tations to the heads of the communities in Berlin, London, Paris and Buda 
Pesth for a Conference to be held in the Austrian capital on the 6th of 
September. The Conference will be held to devise means for puttinganend to the 
religious indifference among Jews all over the world which is painfully on the 
increase and is more pronounced in women thanin men. The letter of invita- 
tion points out that neither religious instruction nor the Services in the Syna- 
gogue are of sucha nature as to conduce to religious feeling, one of the chief 
deterrents being the growing demands of secular knowledge, which leave 
students little time to devote themselves to religious culture. It is significantly 
emphasised that sermons, which might act favourably on the minds of the 
young, are delivered only on Sabbaths and festivals, “ when students who have 
to be at schools, and persons engaged in commerce and holding public employ- 
ment cannot attend Synagogue.’ The invitation also lays stress upon the point 
that the Conference would not be called to consider questions relating to 
traditions and forms, which can and should only be dealt with by theologians 
and rabbis. All that the conclave would be asked to do is to find means for 
bringing home to the Jews generally the knowledge of the mission of Judaism 
and of its glorious past, in both of which orthodox and reformers have a common 
share and on which all parties are united. 

Nire years ago the community in Vienna convened a conference at Coblentz. 
Among the decisions then arrived at was a determination to raise the intellectual 
status of the Jews in Galicia, and the further discussion by the Jewish 
Alliance in Paris and Vienna of the means by which this end could be 
achieved, induced Baron de Hirsch to take on his own shoulders this gigantic 
work, and to devote to its execution the munificent * Galicia Foundation. ’

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HOW MILTON PRONOUNCED HEBREW. 


English politics in the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries maintained a 
closer association with literature than would be conceivable in the present age. 
We are, if the current signs are read accurately by public opinion, on the eve of a 
contest between the two Houses of Parliament on the subject of Home Rule. This 
reminds me, by contrast rather than by similarity, of another conflict that 
divided the Lords from the Commons in and about the year 1645. The question at 
issue then was the respective literary merits of two metrical translations of the 
Psalms, 

Francis Rous was a provost of Eton, a member of the Westminster Assembly 
of Divines, and representative of Truro in the Long Parliament. This * old 
illiterate Jew.” as Wood abusively termed him, had made a verse translation of 
the Psalms which the House of Commons cordially recommended. The House 
of Lords, on the other hand, preferred Barton's translation, and many other 
contemporaneous attempts were made to mect the growing demand for a good 
metrical rendering—a demand, which by the way, has remained to the present 
time but imperfectly fulfilled. Would that some Jewish poet would arise to give 
us the long-desired ideal version for use in our English synagogues! In April 
1648 Milton tried his hand at a rendering of some nine Psalms (Ixxx.-Ixxxviii.), 
and it is from this work that we can see how Milton pronounced Hebrew. Strange 
to say, Milton’s attempt has scanty poetical merit, and, as a literal translation, it 
is not altogether successful. He prides himself on the fact that his verses are 
such that * all, but what is in a different character, are the very words of the 
Text, translated from the original.” The inserted words in italics are neverthe- 
less almost as numerous as the roman-type that represents the original Hebrew. 
Such conventional mistakes as Rous’s cheruhims. are, however, conspicuously 
absent from Milton’s more scholarly work. Milton writes cherubs. 

Now in the margin of Psalms Ixxx., Ixxxi., 1xxxii. and Ixxxiii., Milton inserts 
a transliteration of some of the words of the original Hebrew text. The first 
point that.strikes one is the extraordinary accuracy of the transliteration. The 
word JOy5° uppears as Jimmotu, thus showing that Milton appreciated the force of 
the dagesh. Again Shiphtu-dal, baqnadath-el show that Milton observed the pre- 
sence of the Makkeph. Actuai mistakes are very rare and, as Dr. Davidson has 
suggested, they nay be due to misprints. This certainly accounts for 7eshphetu 
instead of Tishpetu (ixxxii. 2), but when we tind Be Sether appearing as two 
words instead of one, the capital S is rather against this explanation ; while 
Shifta (in the last verse of Psalm Ixxxii.) looks like a misreading. 

It is curious to see that the nasal intonation of the Ayn, against which Dr. 
Hirschfeld has recently protested, was the one that Milton adopted. And he had 
adopted it in the least defensible form. He invariably writes gu for the Hebrew 
Y. Now nq is bad enough, but gr seems, if possible, a worse barbarism. 
Milton read the vowels, as one would have expected, in the “ Portuguese 
manner, even to the point of making little if any distinction between the seré and 
the shera. As to the consonants, he read Pi as th, and'D as ¢, Pas and) and 3 
equally as vr. In this latter point he foilowed the ‘“*German” usage. The letter 5 
Milton read as ch, but She read as ¢ (sounded hard probably) just as so many 
English readers of Hebrew do at the present day. I have even noted among Jewish 
boys an amusing affectation of inability to pronounce the > inany other way. The 
somewhat inaccurate ¢s for ¥ was already established in Milton's time, while the 
letter yod appears regularlyas J, which Milton must have sounded as y. On 
the whole, itis quite clear that Milton read his Hebrew with minute precision. 
To see how just this verdict is, let anyone compare Milton’s exactness with the 
erratic and slovenly transliterations in Edmund Childmead’s ‘English edition of 
Leon Modena’s “ Riti Hebraici,” which was 
than Milton’s paraphrase of the Psalms. 

The result, then, of an examination of the twenty-six words thus trans- 
literated, is to deepen the conviction that the great Puritan poet. who drew so 
much inspiration from the Old Testament, drew at least some of that inspiration 
from the pure well of Hebrew undefiled.

If he might say so, his own interest in Mr. Polack had even been greater 
than theirs ; for Mr. Polack had been his pupil as a boy, as well as one of his 
Assistant Masters in later years, and therefore in a special degree could he 
join his earnest sentiments to theirs in wishing him God-speed in his new 
undertaking, and all future prosperity and happiness. Amidst great cheering 
he concluded by presenting the above-named objects to Mr. Polack. together 
with a marble clock from himself and Mrs. Chapman, and an aneroid barometer 
on behalf of his children. Mr. George Joseph, B.A., L.L.B., Barrister-at-Law. 
on behalf of the “ old boys” said that if any evidence of the popularity of Mr, 
Polack were wanting, it would be found in the vociferous applause which had 
greeted his name. He hada vivid recollection of the many happy years he had 
spent under the Rev. Mr.Chapman at Great Ealing School, and in that recollection 
the memory of Mr. Polack’s earnest work held a distinct place. Mr. Chapman 
had aeny Saserwnes the sentiments entertained by the “ old boys,” and he joined 
thereto his own wishes for “God speed and future prosperity.’

REVIEW. 


Volontaire, by JANE DIEULAFOY. Paris : Armand Colin; 8vo. pp. 330. 

The name of Madame Jane Dieulafoy will be familiar to many of our readers 
from the delightful “ Journal des Fouilles” in which she has told how she and 
her husband, M. Marcel Dieulafoy, the distinguished engineer and archmo)ogige, 
discovered and excavated the Apadana, or Throne-room at Susa, the room 
in which Queen Esther pleaded with Ahasuerus (Artaxerxes IT) for the lives 
of her people. Madame Dieulafoy since her return home has pursued 
a literary career, and “ Parysatis,” a brilliant historical novel, of which the 
scene was laid in Persia, has now been followed by % V olontaire,” a tale 
of the stirring times when Dumouriez saved a country torn by internal dissensiong 
from the added horrors of a foreign invasion. In the heroine, Paule, who serves 
as a volunteer to watch over the life of her aged father, Madame Dieulafoy shows 
how masculine courage can be reconciled with the utmost womanly tenderness and 
sensibility. The story of Paule’s love for Guillaume Briez is charmingly told, 
The author does not, after the fashion of the “ Ecole Naturaliste,” burden our 
imagination and paralyse our sympathies with an infinity of unnecessary details ; 
she puts in just those strokes which bring before the mind of the reader a com- 
plete picture. It is pleasant to meet a French novel which recognizes the mevit- 
able sadness as well as the joy of living and is yet entirely free from the 
pessimism of the end of the century, “ Volontaire” was, we believe, originally 
published as a feuilleton in the Temps; we wish the story every success in its new 
form as a book. 


LITERARY INTELLIGENCE. 


Among the papers to be read at the meeting of the British Association 
which takes place this week at Edinburgh, is one by Mr, David F. Schloss, on 
“ Modes of Industrial Remuneration.” 

Mr. David Nutt will publish shortly as a volume in the series of English 
History from Contemporary Writers, “* The Jews in Medieval England” by Mr. 
Joseph Jacobs, who has brought together, mainly from unprinted sources, all the 
most important documents illustrative of the social condition of the Jews in 
this country during the 12th century. :

In the Rerue des Deur Mondes, Count d’Haussonville has an article on 
“Female Labour,” in which he gives some figures tending to show that the 
proportion of female workers is higher in the United States among Jews than 
among Christians. He also quotes with satisfaction the report of the Sweating 
Commission in London, which exonerated the Jews from charges made by 
opponents of alien labour. ; 

Dr. Adolf Harnack, Professor of Evangelical Theology at the University of 
Berlin, has published an interesting contribution to the history of the origin of 
the “ Blood Accusation” against the Jews.
